Club Over the NMU 


JOSEPH CURRAN, informing a meeting of 
National Maritime Union members of the new 
three-year contract, said the hiring clause in it 
is “stronger than it was before.” He raved at 
this newspaper for a story quoting his new hiring - 
hall clause and showing how it scraps the historic 
non-discriminatory rotary hiring system the union 
won 15 years ago. 

Significantly, Curran’s own organ, the Pilot, 
found it necessary to hide the key sentence of the 
contract, The front page of 
the paper blazons in two-inch 
high type .“NMU Preserves 
the Hiring Hall.” Below it, 
boxed off in large boldface 

are quoted two para- 
graphs from the hiring clause, 
one stating that the com- 
panies will hire through the 
union’s “employment offices” 
and the union will supp YY 
“competent and dependable 
a ts”; the other saying 

t the union will “maintain, 
administer and operate its employment offices in 
accordance with law (Taft-Hartley, that is) and 
assume sole responsibility thereof. 

There is much even in those two paragraphs 
that is dynamite for the NMU members but not
